2. Tom K. called about the Senior Seminar. He said that as he does 
with most courses he met with his people who had attended. They all felt it 
was a very good course and should be continued. They felt that it could be 
shorter (this does not exactly agree with what I read in their critiques). They 
all made the point that it was critical to the success of the course that only 
truly qualified people attend - this is consistent with most of the critiques I read. 
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The point of his call was that Training had already asked for nominees for the 
next running in March . He felt that the scheduling of the course should be to 
fit the availability of qualified seminarians rather than a hard schedule which 
might result in some lowering of selection standards. I told him that I had heard 
nothing about any schedule for the next running particiiarly since I was sure the 
Director had not yet even focused on the decision to continue the course . 


It is obvious, of course, that OTR must have some sort of fixed 
schedule in order to fit all of their pieces together . At the same time there 
is validity in the argument that we should not do to the Senior Seminar what has 
happened to the NIS. Nevertheless, I think that OTR. would have been well 
advised to move a little more deliberately. I have said nothing to Hugh or Rod 
for the moment . I did tell Tom that we would be looking into this and I certainly 
understood his reluctance for the moment in coming up with new candidates
